CVciim'iices ;irc not infrtHiuonl which nll'ord ground for Iho 


belief that in many instances oilicbI inspcclions are not all 
(hat 


they should be. A great deal of inspection is provided for in 
thi? country. Almost every line of aclivily.is suhjecl lo oliicial 
inspection, ye! there are happenings every now and (hen 
which indicate that there is a flaw somewhere in our elaborate 
system of inspeclion. When a sleani boiler blows up, result- 
ing in damage to property, and.in many cases loss of life, the 
accounts of the happening almost invariably include (he s(ale- 
inent that (he boiler had recently-been inspected and pro- 
nounced safe. When an excursion sleamer lipped over in a 
weslern city last summer, causing Ihe loss of hundreds of lives, 
it was reported that there bad been no lack of inspections by 
stale and federal inspectors, and yet (fie use of [he vessel was 
continued until the awful calamity look place, after which il 
was very easy to sec that il was not a safe crafl. School houses 
and other public buildings and factories are supposed to be 
regularly and carefully inspected, yet every no\v and [hen 
there is an outbreak of (ire wilh large loss of life. And in these 
cases il is almost invariably reported thai the inspectors had 
found no fault with the condition of the buildings. 


Nol long since a horse dealer shipped a lot of horses from 


Canada into a New England slate, and not long after their ar- 
rival some of them were found lo be sull'ering willi glanders, 
one of the most serious of all-animal diseases, and one from 
which tlie human family is nol immune. Many of Ihe horses 
bad been sold before Ihe presence of Ihe disease was discov- 
ered. Pronipl aclion was taken to prevent its'spread, bul (be 
outbreak caused heavy loss and much (rouble. 


• 
And whal were the. circumstances in Ihis dse? The horses 


were inspected by a Canadian official before shipment and by 
a federal inspector when they reached the port of enlry, and 
were given.a clean bill of health by both. 
And soon after 


.reaching their destination several of them were found lo be 
sull'eiing wilh glanders. 


The public has a right to demand belter work in the way of 


inspeclion of animals, buildings, boilers and everything-'else 
thai comes under otlicial inspection. 
II has a right' to Ilic ser- 


vices of inspectors who will inspect.and not merely hold down 
their positions and draw good salaries. 
There should he no 


politics and no favoritism in Ihis business. 
Inspections by 


public ollicials should mean something more than rendcrim; 
damaging and deadly happenings unaccountable.
